It also included several mil­ 
lions of dollars in securities filed 
alphabetically in a steel cabinet 
kept in a room used by Mrs. Ben­ 
edict as an office.”

Crack D ow n-A nd Hard 


The American system of justice re­ 
quires as much protection under the na­ 
tion’s laws for the 10,000 or less mem­ 
bers of the United States Communist 
Party as it does for any other citizens. 
They are, however, entitled to no more. 
This means, quite simply, that since 
they once again refuse to register their 
party under the Internal Security Act 
provisions the Supreme Court has held 
to be constitutional, they are subject to 
the penalties this law prescribes. 
Beginning today, the courts may im­ 
pose a fine of $10,000 a day for each 
day the party fails to register its mem­ 
bership roster and its financial accounts. 
Beginning Dec. I, its leaders may be 
fined $10,000 and imprisoned five years 
for each day they refuse to register. Af­ 
ter Dec. 20 each party meml>er who fails 


to register becomes subject to the same 
penalties. 
The Communists have been in court 
on this isue for IO years. That s 9 years 
and 364 days longer than they would 
have had l>efore the tribunals of the na­ 
tion whose form of government they 
would substitute in the nation they so 
arrogantly defy. 
Few Americans will have any sym­ 
pathy for the 10,000 Communists if the 
attorney general of the United States 
proceeds against them as vigorously as 
he has pledged he will. Few of the othf r 
1*4 million will have anything but the 
most severe and deserved censure if he 
fails to order the crackdown that will 
put those who would destroy this na­ 
tion’s way of life safely l>ehind bars 
and keep them there.

Millions 
upon millions, the majority of 
the world's population, mourn 
his sudden kiss. 
Sorrow and 
anxiety as to the peace of the 
world spread swiftly to the far 
corners of the earth. 
“The 
plain people 
of 
the 
earth, the weary and heavily 
laden, the hungry, the poverty­ 
stricken, the oppressed, the ex­ 
ploited, 
the 
segregated—those 
denied freedom and happiness— 
grieve for the passing of this 


heroic son of the people, w'ho 
gave 
his entire 
life to their 
emancipation. They love him for 
his plain 
words 
and 
for 
his 
shining deeds.” 
Elizabeth Gurley Flynn is now 
National Chairman of the Com­ 
munist 
Party 
of 
the 
United 
States and attended the 22nd 
Congress which declared Stalin 
to be a criminal and ordered 
his body removed from the I^nin 
sarcophagus. He will undoubted­ 
ly be buried somewhere else, 
perhaps 
in the wall of t h e 
Kremlin or in the little town 
whence he came In Georgia. 
Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn, 
an 
American who, when young, be­ 
longed to the I.W.W. and who 
has given her years to the es­ 
tablishment of the Communist 
Party in this country, may no 
longer mourn Stalin In dulcet 
sentences.

From The Realm O f Stamps

Most of us are familiar with 
the Christmas Seal Stamp sold 
every year in the United States 
and its possessions by the Na­ 
tional Tuberculosis Association 
to finance its fight to "stamp 
out” Tuberculosis. But the story 
behind the seal is not so fami­ 
liar. 
The Christmas seal originated 
in 
Denmark 
where a 
postal 
employee named Einar Hoiboeil 
conceived 
the idea of getting 
people to buy a special Christ­ 
mas stamp while the holiday 
spirit of giving was strong, With 
so many let ten; and packages 
going through the mails at this 
time, just a penny seal on each 
one w'ould bring a lot of money 
to help sick and needy children, 
and perhaps help build a Chil­ 
drens Tuberculosis Hospital. 
The Danish Postmaster liked 
the idea and the King of Den­ 
mark himself asked his people 
to support the plan. Thus the 
first seals in the World started 
in Denmark in 1904. 
Some of 
these seals came 
across the sea on letters and 
packages to people in the United 
States. One of these people was 
Jacob Riis who wrote a maga­ 


zine article about the success of 
the 
stamp in 
Denmark 
and 
pleaded for some one to borrow 
the idea from 
the 
Danes to 
fight tuberculosis in the United 
Stales. 
About the time the first seals 
were winning support in Den­ 
m ark, a group of Doctors in 
Delaware had 
built 
a 
small 
shack to be used as a tubercu­ 
losis hospital. The eight charity 
patients in this little hospital 
were doing well, but the money 
to keep the hospital open was 
gone. 
Just a* all hope seemed gone, 
one of the Doctors thought of his 
cousin, Emily Bissell. Miss Bis­ 
so! I W'as what we term a ’ go- 
getter” and had had experience 
in 
raising 
money 
for 
good 
causes. She agreed to help and 
then remembered the magazine 
article by Jacob Riis about the 
Christmas seals in Denmark. 
If they would work there why 
not in the United States? Christ- 
ma* 1907 was near so there was 
no time to be lost. She enlisted 
the aid of the Red Cross in 
which she was active. While 
they would not sponsor the Seal 
Sale they did allow their name 
to be used.

stage in the Kremlin’s program 
to put a man on the moon by 
1995—or from two to five year* 
ahead of the US. 
Blasting The Moon—Stages TTT 
and IV. which are next on the 
Soviet moon schedule according 
to information in the hands of 
Representative 
(Trot 
Bonfield. 
D, Calif., chairman of the Joint 
.Senate - House Atomic Commit­ 
tee, 
are probes to study the 
moon's surface structure. 
Stages II forecasts a rocket 
hitting the moon with a nuclear 
w a rhe id before the end of 1961.
